San Francisco 
needs another transcontinental road, 
owned by a company that is strong 
enough to fight the Southern Pacific, and 
rich enough not to care to sell out to it. 
She wants more lines to the interior. 
She wanta competing roads to north and 
south, into the territories that would 
naturally be supplied from this port. 
She wants a steamship line to Europe 
that imports may not have to pay toll to 
New York. She wants steamship tines 
to South America and the east. The 
way to get these is not to wish somebody 
would do tbe work, but to do it our* 
selves. St. Paul and Minneapolii built 
400 milee of railroad to escape from ae 
grasping and conscienceless s monopoly 
as tbe Southern Pacific itself. Hambirg 
merchants combined to bui d and send 
out vessels until they have captured 
trade in every eca and become great and 
wealthy. Liverpool has been built up 
against the competition of far more 
favored places by enterprise of its mer- 
chanta in sending out ships, forming 
steamship lines and making & great and 
safe harbor out of & most nnprouuscd 
river. 


San Francisco has been a long, long 


time in finding that she could not bold 
her commercial supremacy with but 
one railroad corporation to carry on her 
transportation business. It was evident 
to others a good many years ago. 
The 


business men of that city are now reap- 
ing the natural harvest of their own 
pernicious inactivity. 
At a time when 


other people saw the danger that was 
approaching through competition, from 
the north and south, these self-import- 
ant backwoods tradesmen were serenely 
hugging the fond delusion that San 
Francisco must of necessity continue to 
be what she had been in tho past, the 
commercial center of the Pacific coast. 
They have been rudely awakened from 
their dream of perpetual power, but 
almost too late to retrieve their waning 
fortunes. 
Unless they show more force 


aud intelligence in the immediate future 
than they have in the past the histories 
of most of them may bo written in the 
dust which will accumulate in their 
counting houses and factories, where 
onco the jingle of gold and the hum of 
ndustry made merry music.

The Bwnlt Hinges on the Mental 


Condition of Stillmau, Flake's 


Slayer.• 


A case of considerable- interest came 


up for trial before Judge Harris yester- 
day. 
It waa the case of Amanda J. 


Fiske against the Travelers' Insurance 
company ol Hartford, Conn. Mrs. Flake, 
the plaintiff, seeks to recover $10,000 in- 
surance from the defendant. 


She alleges that on November 12,1889, 


she paid a premium of $50 to insure 
against loan of life, by personal injury 
caused by an accident, her husband, J. 
D.Fieke., On July 20, 1890, before the 
expiration of the policy, Fiske "received 
aodily injury through external, violent 


,d accidental means which caused hie 


immediate death," This injury was in- 
flicted by John Stillman, who shot Fiske. 
The plaintiff claims that the injury was 
n flic ted unintentionally on the part of 
Stillman, and without the fault of Fiske. 
She is the payer on the policy and de- 
mands judgment for $10,000. 


The defendant in his answer admitted 


the policy, but denied all the other alle- 
gations of the plaintiff, alleging that on 
July 20, 1890. Stillman intentionally, 
wilfully and knowingly killed Fiske by 
shooting him while Fiflke was intention- 
ally, wilfully and knowingly striking 
said Stillman with a stick and his fists; 
and that while receiving the injuries 
which caused his death Fiske was vio- 
lating the law of the state; that is, com- 
mitting an assault. 


The case therefore hinges upon the 


point wkuther Stillman inflicted tho in- 
nrits that canaed Fisfee'fi death inten- 
lonally, wilfully and knowingly. If the 
ilaintifT can prove Stillman to have been 
nsane at the time of the shooting Iiis.

THE ALLEGED POISONER TO BE 


BROUGHT HERE. 


A Pretty Woman Turned His Head 


and Mado Him a Desperate 


Mail. 


A dispatch from Stockton was received 


t>y Tim RHI-UDUCAN last night stating 
'hat James Beneo was arrested in that 
city yesterday by Sheriff Cunningham 
and that Constable Ashman of this city 
had been notified to go to Stockton today 
and bring down the prisoner. 


Benso is accused of having attempted 


to murder Mrs. Rose Lavariuo of this 
city by administering poison to her. 
It 


will be remembered that In tbo early 
part of last month Bonso was taken 
to the county hospital, Buffering from 
tbo symptoms of poisoning. 
At that 


time he made a statement to the effect 
that Mrs. Lnvarlno admitted to him that 
she had given a man $5 to do away with 
an Italian natnol Luchoai, who had 
threatened to expose her Intimacy with 
Bongo. Beneo was afterward Blabbed by 
n man named Alfonzlo, who had accused 
Mrs. Lsvarino of infidelity. 
Bongo con- 


tinued : 


"I look the case to court and Hose, 


threatened on nil sides with exposure, 
implored me to end my life with here 
the day previous to tho trial. 
*'! »irrpnd. and havlne rewlvpd fin 
mts of it in strychnine at MoBainit'a 


drug store. Tho poison was then buried 
in tho collar. 


"Before tho day of Alfonso's trial, 


however, both of us changed our minds 
as to suicide. Things were arranged by 
HOBO, and Alfouzio got free as a reward 
for his silence. A suahinn love letter 
written by Mrs. Lavarinoto Luchcai was 
iiippressed by tho prosecuting attorney. 
"Mrs. Lavarino now began to cast me 


off, and after repeated, scoldings and 
abuse, mingled with artful pleadings, 
finally induced me to leave town. She 
£ave,rne $5 to help mo out. I went to 
Sladera and after a few days returned 
again to Lavarino'e to the dismay and 
disgust of Hose." 


lie accused Mrs. Lavarino of having 
put strychnine into his boor. Tho Lnvn- 
rinos say that Bonso attempted on sev- 
eral occasions to poison himself, and that 
ho tried to poison Mrs. Lavarino with 
whom ho was infatuated; 


He escaped from the hospital aud noth-

did a little work. It is said all of them 
would be willing to resume work upon 
their own responsibility, but Kecorde 
Bell believes it safer that they refrain 
therefrom for the present.

Auditor Bramlott stated yesterday 


noon that ho had drawn no salary war 
runts for deputies. Ho had consnltei 
with his attorneys and was waiting fo 
i heir formal opinion.

ions 17,18, 20 and ai of section 170 p 
county government act of 1891, are volt 
for the reason that they are in conllic 
with thoio provisions of the constitution 
of this state. 


When the action of H. H. Welsh vs 


R. H. Bramlett was commenced in the 


iperior court of Fresno county, we gave 
, iu the opinion wo now express. 
It is 


apt necessary to repeat the reaeoni 
which were given for that opinion and 
which were addressed to the court upon 
the argument of that cause. 
Since the 


judgment in that case the supreme cour 
if this state has given a decision in tbo 
case of Dougherty vs. Austin which 
upon tbe vory clearest rules of logic am 
of statutory construction shows the cor 
reduces of the opinion which we then 
gave. 


This county, together with many other 


Counties of this state, is now sufTerint 
the consequences of a long course o 
vicious legislation. 
The wanton disre 


gard by the leiiUlature of the inhibitloni 
if the constitution, so repeatedly shown 
has at last involved the administration 
of county affaire In apparent inextricabti 
confusion. The necessities of tho publi< 
service make tho question which you 
tiavd presented to us ono of political ad 
ministration rather than one for judiciu 
attention, 


We are convinced that if the court! 


shall ever hold these provisions of tho 
county government act ol 1691 constitu 
tlonal, It will bo upon principles of pub 
He expediency alone.

"I don't thick that Mr. Pollasky has 


been fairly treated in this right of way 
latter," said L. L. Cory, the lawyer, to 
reporter yesterday. "They promised 


to get the right of way tyr him from 
Fresno to Ilamptonville, tho estimated 
cost oJ which wag $10,000- About $6000 
has been paid in and I have been pur 
Bulng the subscribeis for it long time for 
the remainder," 


According to Mr. Cory'a statement 


there are two classes of delinquent sub- 
scribers to the right of way fund. One 
class say that they are unable to pay the 
amount of their subscriptions at present 
becauee times are dull and money is 
tight, but that they will redeem their 
promisee as soon aa they can. The other 
class refuse to pay at all, and say that 
when they signed the bond of indemnity 
for the tight of way they did so with the 
understanding that they would never be 
called upon to pay the money. The 
right of way will cost between $11,000 
and $12,000 instead of $10,000, aa origin- 
ally estimated. 


"People who have been damaged by 


the railroad passing through their prop- 
erty have been called upon for their 
money and they threaten suits for dam- 
ages if they are not soon paid for tbe 
right of way," resumed Mr. Cory. "The 
demands that have been made upon me 
amounts to $3 for every dollar that 1 
have in the fund, and I have ceased pay- 
ing any of the demands until the matters 
now in court shall have been settled. 
This failure to obtain the right of way 
will seriously hamper Mr. Pollasky in 
theealeo! his bonds. He will probably 
have to pay for the right of way himself. 
"The 
majority of the people who 


signed the $100,000 subscription list 
claim that their contract has nothing to 
do with the right of way. They argeod 
to pay thia money to Mr. Pollaeky on 
the completion of the road to the timber 
belt by May 4, and that if the road was 
not built by that time the contract should 
ceaee."
